famed Euclid avenue. . 
MANLEY SAYS 


“There has been some discus- 
sion lately in your column about 
the $50,000 bond issue which was 
voted 40 years ago for street im- 
provements; the last bond issue 


being paid off last month. 


“It is true that most of the mon- 


ey was spent on Euclid avenue, 
but tle bonds were voted for work 
on streets and alleys within the 
corporate limits of the city and 
did not confine itself to Euclid 
avenue alone. Some of the money 
was spent on Arrow highway and 
other city. streets and some was 
Spent for equipment, such as—a 
Steam roller, road grader, and a 
rock crusher which was located 
in the San Antonio Heights. 

“The bonds were voted in Sept. 
1907, about a year after the in- 
cerporation of the city. Since very 
few, if any, of the streets in the 
city were improved, petitions were 
filed at almost every council meet- 


‘ ing asking for street work to be 


done. As the total yearly income 
of the city for the fiscal year of 
1906-1907 was only $5,159.55, very 
little street work could be done 
out of the city treasury; and thus, 
the bonds were voted to help. the 
property owners with their street 
problems. 

“The cheapest method of improv- 
ing a street in those days was to 
mix crude oil with the dirt by cul- 
tivating and grading, and then 
rolling it down with a steam roller. 
Euclid avenue was partly improv- 
ed by this method and partly by 
macadam and was paid for out of 
the Street Improvement Bond 
fund. Rock gutters were also in- 
stalled along Euclid avenue with 
this money, and these are still 
functioning. 

“In 1920, the east side of Euclid 
avenue was again paved. but this 
time concrete was used, end the 
property owners along Euclid av- 
enue paid the full amount. The 
cost of this work was $112,000. 
This is the pavement which I be- 
lieve is referred to in your column 
as being done by H. H. Lienau and 
is not the work which was done 
under the $50,000 bond issue.”

Vital. To Owners . . . and Everyone 


Rain and wind erosion is far less damaging in the area 
east of here now as the result of the long-range program 
started by the U.S. department of agriculture during the old 
“CCC” days. 

Arthur Darcy, one of the local leaders in the federal 
government's program to reclaim.agricultural land, point- 
ed out at the Ontario-Upland Real Estate board yesterday 
that the Upland and Ontario residential districts are also 
more free of dust damage now due to the earth-saving pro- 
gram. 

Winds may blow a little on occasion in the grape- 
growing area but the dust-laden gusts are less frequent 
thgn.-usual because the land owners and the government 
have joined in a program to use cover crops and to hold 
dow the soil in the land culture. Water erosion is pre- 
vented also by improved irrigation practices. Sloping land 
is nOW productive year after year when formerly rains and 
constant irrigation ruined it. 

+» Mr. Darcy’s work in general has been unheralded be- 
cause it has not been spectacular. But the farmers and 
land owners realize the real value of the extensive pro- 
gram. Returns to tho owners and increased tax value and 
mére productive land are some of the benefits realized in 
this work.

Yet about 20 
ner cent of it reads like a cam- 
paign for Stalin. There are 73 
| separate defenses of every. phase 
of Bolshevist policy in its 120 
pages, and two chapters are en- 
tirely devoted to such defense.

Unions refuse rules discussion

still. further —were recommended hy the 
Board. But the union leaders want more— 
they demand that the railroads ut into effect 
ALL the changes they asked for, including 
those the Board felt should be denied. 
On top of this, they insist that certain rules 
ass ieadeied by the railroads be with- 
drawn—in spite of the fact that, the Board 
recommended them! These unien leaders 


have refused to negotiate except upon these* 


arbitrary terms. 


Greater wage increase not justified 


Engineers and-firemen are among the high- 
est paid of all employes in America, as figures 
in the box show. This strike threat doesn’t 
justify giving a greater increase than other 
railroad workers received. :

* to avoid strikes. The President's Board} 


after hearing evidence for 33 days, made 
recommendations .based on all the facts in 
the case. The railroads have accepted these 
recommendations. 


Who’s to blame? 


Although they deplored so large an extra cost 
burden, the railroads accepted the report of 
the Board because they felt it was in the pub- 
lic interest to uphold the spirit and intent of 
the Railway Labor Act.
